Where Are the TTnocctipied Farms? 


Considerable has been said and 


written by a certain class of persons 
concerning abandoned or unoccupied 
farms. It is the opinion of both fhe 
Secretary of Agriculture and the Eco- 
nomic Zoologist of Pennsylvania that 
there are very few really abandoned 
farms in Pennsylvania. Letters, es- 
pecially from city people, are occa- 
sionally received by the Department 
asking where such farms are located. 


If the number* of unoccupied farms 


in our State is as great as some per- 
sons would have us believe, it is to 
be deplored. 
If persons owning or 


having in charge such unoccupied 
farms or knowing of the same, will 
write to the Secretary of Agriculture 
for blanks upon which to report the 
same to him they will perform a 
valuable service to the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department. 
Such 


information may result in the sale 
of such farms, thus increasing the 
acreage of cultivated lands in the 
State, which in the end may prove a 
factor in reducing the cost of living. 


In the above appeal for informa-~ 


tion as to the exact location of unoc- 
cupied vor abandoned farms refer- 
ence" is not made to unseated land, or 
land that is plainly rocky waste and 
worthless. 
If there are any really 


abandoned farms in Pennsylvania, it 
should be known, and there is no 
better way of knowing it than at- 
tempting to learn exactly where they 
are located. 
Persons having this in- 


formation should write to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, at Harrisburg. 


Recently in giving information to 


a correspondent on this subject, State 
Zoologist H. A. Surface said that it 
would prove more profitable for a 
person to pay all that is necessary to 
lease or buy good and productive 
land, and produce several times as 
much from it, than to buy very poor 
land at a low-price, or to occupy at 
a very low rental land that was so 
poor as to be unprofitable. The pro- 
cess of building up depleted soil is 
slow and expensive, although it can 
be done.

Soil Suitable For IVnlt 


An Adams County man wrote to 


State Zoologist.H. A. Surface, Har- 
risburg, stating that he had land 
that was derived from granite, and 
had a clay subsoil with a stream of 
water flowing through the 'tract, and 
asked if this would "be suitable for 
planting in an orchard. 


To *this inquiry Professor Surface 


replied as follows: 


"Much can be determined by ob- 


serving -the surrounding 'trees, and 
especially -fruit trees planted on land 
of' that kind. 
It .should be remem- 


bered that the lower the land the 
more water collects there, and the 
more "thrifty will the trees grow if 
the roots are not constantly too wet; 
but it should also" be remembered 
that vigorous growth does not mean 
fruit production. In many cases it 
is better to have slower growth and 
a more regular and abundant setting 
of fruit than can be obtained on low 
land where frosts are liable to kill 
the fruit crops occasionally. 
As a 


1 rule loose or well drained land is 
best and it should be deep soil with- 


[ out a subsoil of hardpan or clay that 
holds water. 
Limestone land is all 


right for apple and pear, but I much 
prefer shale soil or sandy soil, or 
some other loose soil for peach. 


Granite land is all right for apple 


and peach if it is well drained. 
I 


must confess I do not like the idea of 
a • clay subsoil, because this sounds 
like a wet soil. Much depends upon 
the drainage, but if this is good you 
are all right. A stream through the 
land is no detriment if the ground is 
not too low. If it is a slow-running 
and sluggish stream through a val- 
ley that is not sloping much it means 
low land where there will be late 
frosts 
and 
unsatisfactory results 


from the settling of the cold air. 
It 


is best always to plant fruits on land 
elevated enough to give good' air 
drainage." 
, 


How to Kill Poison Ivy and Wild 


Honeysuckle 


"Eternal vigilance is the price of 


liberty" in the government of nature 
as well as in the government of man, 
and vegetation which pesters the far- 
mer may be eliminated by sticking 
everlastingly at it. 
A Montgomery 


County man who has troubles of his 
own with wild honeysuckle and poi- 
son Ivy appealed to the Division of 
Economic 
Zoology at 
Harrisburg 


about it, and H. A. Surface advised 
him as follows: 


."To kill, roots and vines of poison | 


Ivy, one of the best methods is to 
wait; until growth starts, and then 
ppnr on.a "strong solution of sulphate 
of' iron (greenstone), ,or kerosene 
oil. It may need a pound or more of 
green vitriol to a gallon, but it 
should be used strong enough to kill 
the leaves. When they start again 
pour it, on again. 
Soak the leaves 


and roots with it. 
If one should 


keep it up, and as soou as they start 
give them another treatment, he will 
be able to kill them out. Of course, 
the sulphate of iron should not be 
dissolved in a metal vessel, nor kept 
in metal, as it will destroy it. 
" "I got rid of wild honeysuckle on 
my own premises by mowing the 
ground, plowing it, and putting it in- 
to cultivation. I had a strip of this 
along a fence row, which by cultiva- 
ting Has been completely cleaned up. 
If they are where they cannot be cul- 
tivated I should use the strong sul- 
phate of iron solution, or should 
sprinkle them with oil of any .kind 
when they are in leaf, or put straw 
or leaves upon them and burn them. 
Almost any kind of-"obnoxious plant 
or ivine can be destroyed 'by keeping 
at at during the growing season, and 
not letting it get much of a start. It 
cannot, live 
long without 
green 


leaves to act as both its lungs and 
stomach. -Kill tne leaves frequently 
and you will keep ahead of it. 


Party Reorganization 


Reorganization of the Democratic 


party in states where it has fallen in- 
to low estate because of following 
opportunities for individual profit or 
for bi-partisan deals with the oppos- 
ing party, is getting to be the order 
of the day.

The test of the 


way in which that excellent work is 
regarded will come when the party 
goes before the people at the coming 
election and asks for an opinion at 
the polls.. In that contingency the 
party in the nation will need the 
correct aid and support of the party 
in the several States and it is neces- 
sary that the members and the can- 
didates put forth as well as the lead- 
ers in the cause shall come forward 
with clean hands and hearts to per- 
form the work. 


In this State the same motives will 


guide the Democrats as in the case 
of the nation, o*wing to the complete 
understanding under the reorganiza- 
tion regime. There is no good rea- 
son why New York, or in fact any of 
the States should not come under the 
same order of affairs and working in 
full accord with the national organi- 
zation accomplish those results of 
which it is both capable and it fully 
deserves.

If hens are after protein rye has 


more than corn, buckwheat or oats, 
and if they are after carbohydrates 
rye has more than barley, oats, peas 
or buckwheat, and yet they gobble 
any of these in preference to rye.

Why 
is

Egypt? 


The term originally implied praise 


and gratitude. In 1834 a succession of 
crop failures in the upper Wabash val- 
ley necessitated bringing seed corn 
from southern Illinois. The supply 
there was so abundant and was dealt 
out so generously that, referring to the 
Bible narrative of Egyptian abun- 
dance, that region was called Egypt 
and the name prevailed for a long 
time.

The law does not prescribe then 


dimensions, and the secretary of UK 
treasury is now making arrangement- 
to reduce the size of all notes issueil 
by the government and of national 
bank notes.

The smaller ones will be sis 


inches long by two and a half inches 
wide. The reduction In size will re- 
sult in a large saving in the govern- 
ment's paper bills.

Yet Their Tracks Through Space Can 


Be Discerned. 


It came to be evident about the mid- 


dle of the last century that, in order 
:o explain certaiu facts connected with 
tbe relative weights of gases, matter 
must not merely consist of atoms, but 
that these atoms ruubt have the power 
of uniting in small groups. In form- 
ing a compound, indeed, this must be 
so. For instance, carbonic acid gas 
must consist of one atom of carbon, 
which, along \vitb two atoms of oxy- 
gen, 
forms a small group of three 


atoms. 


The novelty of the conception was 


In the notion that oxygen itself, in the 
state of gas. as it exists, for example, 
in tbe air, consists of small groups of 
atoms; in this case, two. To such small j 
groups of atoms was given the name 
molecules. A molecule is that portion 
of a substance which can exist In the 
free state, as oxygen does in air. An 
atom generally exists in combination, 
but alouis mny ami sometimes do ex- 
iht sep.ilately, in which case they also 
are termed molecules. 


Now, can molecules be seen? Is their 


existence a mere assumption? The an- 
swer to that question is. No, they can- 
not be seen, but 'artificial molecules 
can be mnde which correspond so 
closely in their behavior to real mole- 
culeb that the existence of real mole- 
cules is practically certain. Moreover, 
although no one has ever seen a mole- 
cule, still tbe track of a molecule mov- 
ing through space has been seen, and, 
just as Robinson Crusoe was right in 
inferring the existence of man Friday 
from, bis footstep imprinted in the 
sand, so tbe real existence of a mole- 
cnlc may ju^t as certainly be inferred" 
from the trac-k it loaves.—Sir William 
Ramsay in Harper's. 


Where It Is Little Trouble to "Take 


Up Thy Bed and Walk." 


On the right as you enter the house 


stands a small structure of sun dried 
brick,, called mekhdaah. 
It is about 


five feet high, six feet long and a foot 
deep. On the inner side il is divided 
Into openings 'of different sizes and 
serves the cosmopolitan purpose of a 
china closet, kettle cupboard, a place 
for father's Turkish pipe (nargile) and 
tobacco and whatever other little ar- 
ticles it may be convenient for the 
moment to thrust into it. 
'„ The maukedah (fireplace) is at the 
forward end of this structure. 
It is 


such a fireplace as you would build at 
a picnic—square, open at the top for 
the kettle to set in and at one side to 
admit the fuel. It is built of clay mix- 
ed with straw and fine quartz. There 
Is no chimney. The smoke floats in 
the house with the sufferance of pub- 
lic opinion. The ceiling is black and 
shining, as if it had been varnished. 
The earthen floor Is painted frequently 
with red mud and rubbed with a 
smooth stone until it shines. It is fur- 
nished with straw mats, cushions and 
in the winter season soft and fluffy 
sheepskins.

17), but our Lord teaches us that the 
death of the body is not a serious mat- 
ter if we are truly His. for it will 
mean- for the believer real gain nnd 
something very far better than remain- 
njr here (Phil. 1/21. 23) - Therefore we 
ire not to fear it (verses 4, 7; Matt. x. 
28). 
'He who cares for sparrows will 


surely care for His own redeemed 
ones, so that we may be as brave as 
Daniel's friends if we have faith in 
God. 
The unsaved have every reason 


to fear death, for to them it will mean 
the torment of Luke xvi. 22. and final- 
ly the lake of fire (Rev. xx. 14. 15) 


A true child of God is one who. see- 


ing himself to be a sinner, has pleaded 
guilty and cast himself upon the mer- 
cy of God in Christ, receiving Jesus 
Christ as his own personal Saviour, 
putting all his trust in the precious 
blood shed for him on Calvary. Thus 
one is able to say, "Being justified by 
faith. I have peace with God" (Rom 
v, 1). None others are children of God. 
according to the Scriptures. 


Now, 
while God needs no evidence

That there is a possibility of bein 
saved and yet unrewarded is plainly 
taught in I Cor. iii. 11-15. 


The last verse of our lesson is n 


great comfort to those who are willing 
to confess with their mouth, as well a' 
to such as may suddenly be placed in 
a difficult position. Nothlng'can take 
the place of reliance upon the Holj 
Spirit both as our teacher and our ut 
terance. 
I havq In my mind along 


with verse 12 the comfort of Ex. Iv 
12; Jer. i.,7-9: Prov. xxii. 18, and have 
proved the reality of this comfor 
times without number. 


As to the sin against the Holy Spirl 


which hath no forgiveness, I under 
stand it to be the persistent rejectioi 
of the voice of the Spirit until the 
heart becomes so hardened and tin 
ears so dull of hearing that His voici 
Is heard no more. Those who fenr 
that they have committed this sin an 
the very ones who have no cause t 
fear it. tor the very fact of their fea 
shows that the Spirit Is still 
with them. 


Those 'who have committed this sin 


are so hardened and rebellions rim 
they cannot bo approached on tin- nut 
ter of tholr sonK' welfare. They wil 
aot listen to it.

MIX MAPS AND MEALS. 


An Easy Way of Studying Geography 


While You Eat. 


In the dining room of one family 


there bang two large colored maps, 
one of the world, the other of the state 
in which they live. 


The parents and children arc form- 


Ing the habit of talking during meals 
about what they read or hear, of 
places and events outside the visible 
norizon. And whenever any unfamili- 
ar place is mentioned one of the chil- 
dren immediately leaves the table long 
enough to locate it on the map. "It is 
near such and such a town or river or 
mountain," "That is where so and so 
lives," or "Such a thing happened 
there," is the information usually add- 
ed to the first statement. 


They do not limit their conversation 


to bookish things, but speak naturally 
about whatever they are interested in, 
turning to the maps as one looks at a 
railroad guide when traveling, to place 
themselves. In this way bits of knowl- 
edge are linked together, 'and as sight 
knowledge requires so much less men- 
tal effort than ear knowledge it is 
more fun. 


Besides, the maps, hanging low and 


in a good light, make a splendid rainy 
day game for the two younger chil- 
dren, aged eight and ten. The mother, 
sitting near with her sewing, gives 
them "hard ones to find" (names of 
more or less obscurity), and they keep 
score as to which gets the most 
•'firsts." calling twenty the game. 


No wonder the whole world seems 


•like one big picture to this family, and 
geography but a play.—Woman's Home 
Companion.
